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Enough Is Sufficient 

Narberth is a community of homes. It is the proto- 
type of the American village. Only a few miles from one 
of the great cities of the world, it yet has retained throttgh 
the years the charm — yes, and the slightly smug compla- 
cency — of the self-sufficient, proud little town that is the 
hallmark of America. 

Generation has followed generation into "Pop" Davis' 
general store, to catch up on local gossip and pass the time 
of day with its neighbors. Generation has followed genera- 
tion to the polls to turn in sturdy Republican majorities. 
Generation after generation has climbed aboard the inbound 
Paoli local in the morning, returned by the same route in 
the afternon. 

Some might call this insularity. We do not wholly agree. 
True, Narberth has not fully realized its potentialities. 
With the fast-paced development of new residential sections 
on its every border Narberth could have become a thriving 
business community, supplying the goods and services re- 
quired by the new residents of Wynnewood and Penn 
Valley. 

We have always felt that that would have been a good 
thing for Narberth. But perhaps we were wrong. Perhaps 
it would have spoiled the atmosphere of the village. Per- 
haps too much development — or the wrong kind of develop- 
ment — is worse than too little. 

Certainly we do not feel that the type of development 
represented by the proposed establishment of another tap- 
room in the Borough is the right kind of development for 
our community. 

Not that we have anything against the gentleman from 
New York who wants to start a taproom on Essex Ave. 
We have never met him and know nothing about him. 
Quite possibly he would operate a model establishment. 

But the Borough, with lour taprooms, has no need of 
another. In the central district alone, those who wish to 
drink are adequately provided for by the quiet, well- 
mannered establishments operated by Mr. Shea and Mr. 
Chios. 

For a lown the size of Narberth the number of tap- 
rooms is quite sufficient. For those who want larger, 
brighter and gaudier drinking places, it is not far to travel 
to Philadelphia.

In his talk on adopting children jdeath.

Illegitimacy, financial re- 
verses, and the death of the parents 
are the primary reasons for placing 
children under adoption, he stated, 
and they are adopted not only by- 
couples who want children and can- 
not have them, but also as a help 
in preventing divorce, or to curs 
nervousness or wax-ward tendencies 
on the part of a wife or husband.
